Boston. December 8.— Dr. Percival 
liOw^eC the FlagstaS observatory, in 

au address delivered last week, de- 
scribes tbe newest discoveries made 
regarding the eaaala oa the plaaet 
Mars. He dwelt most on the two can- 
als which msde ttieir appearance be- 
tween 18M and 1909, and adduced fur- 
ther argnoieats ia aapport of tbe hy- 
potheaia of their agrlenltaral cbarac- 
tiT. The subject of possibl.' .signals 
from Mgra to tbe earth has long agi- 
tated aeleatists, pad there sre awav 
who scout the theory. "The objec- 
tions arise only from those who havs 
never proper ly obawved the plaaet," 
declares Dr. Lowell, "or who quote 
others in the like predicament. It 
is a case of science versus nescience 
to wbieh they caa be but oae out- 
come." 

Dr. Lowell tolil his audience that 
the new canals are I.UOU miles long 
aad of a alender. geometric chsrac- 
tcr, with regular lines of faultless 
curvature beyond the power of un- 
ss a lB ted aature to ooBtrive. For fif- 
teen years the planet has been care- 
fully scanned, he said, at every ap- 
proach of tilt' earth, hut these canals 
bad not revealed themaelves. Thus 
they were either new canals, or new 
employment of fallow ones, either of 
which altcruativea, he claimed, argu- 
iag artiieiamy in their construction.

the Germans and Turks against the 
BagUA forees protecting Bgypt is 
the belief of members of the Syrian 
colony here. .News has come through 
devious channels to the Syrians in 
America that great preparatioBa have 
been made in tj^eir home country for 
some sort of operations. Private ad- 
vices received here aay that the Turks, 
with the assistance of German engi- 
neers, are pushing a railroad tfiward 
Sues over 150 miles of desert, and are 
paraleUlng it with a water pipe liae. 
Cable advices from time to tinif have 
re^rred to such efforts, but the pro- 
ject waa aoppoaed to have beea aban- 
i doiied when the attack oa the Dardaa- 
eiles began. 

The tracts of sand to l)e traversod 
corresptmd to the wilderness in which 
the Children of Israel wandered, ae- 
c niiiing to the OliI Tcstitiiifiit narra- 
tive. The Turlcish government, ac- 
cording to a well informed Syrian here 
i.-! denuding tli.' country in ordir to 
put through military measures. The 
beanty of Paleattae aad of Syria is be- 
inc di^Ptrovfil, he claims. The Turks 
have cut down the olive trees and oth- 
er valuable trees, to keep their rail 
roads supplied with fuel. In Syria 
there Is no coal to be had and petro- 
leum is very scarce. The finest woods 
Are going under the locomotive boil- 
ers, say the local 3yrlaiiB. antfithe sa- 
cred cedars of l..ebanoa are doomed, 
ii not already consumed. 

The Turks succeeded months ago in 
sending troops over the desert wasto 
and one company is credited « it!i lia\ - 
ing reached the Suez canal. The Brit- 
ish aviators kept, the allies in touch 
with their movements, and the ven- 
ture waa a failure. But in that at- 
tack tbe Turks were unorganised, and 
tbey relied upon the water which thev 
carried on the liaeks of mules The 
news that comes now, however, indi- 
catea that the expected new attempt 

will be made with the precision of 
German erticiency. The water mains 
are being laid from Bir-es-Seba, t^c 
Beersheba of the Old Testament 
where there are wells and tbe water 
i^ to be forced by powerful pumps 
The pipes are to be tapped at inter 
vals. ao tlmt a aapply for troopa may 
be obtained along the desert route. 

Tbe indications of Uermau control 
in that part of the east are revealed la 
all the advices that have been receiv- 
ed. Tbe Uermauti are counting not 
only on getting food supplies from the 
rich agricultural regions of Asia Mi- 
nor, but also expect, unless circum- 
vented, to uFc Syria and I'alostine a« 
a rallying ground before making aa at 
tack oo Egypt.

Cabbage, celery aad root crops 
keep beat at low te m par at ara. with a 
fairly aolat atmoaphare aad good ven- 
tilation. Onions keep bast just above 
freezing in a dry atmosphere. Squash 
and pumpkins need a dry atmosphere 
at about fifty degrees. Celery when 
dug IS really transplanted aa it haa 
to bo kept growing when la atorage. 
Dig it wMi a good deal of aaO oa the 
roots and plant closely ia aaad or 
loose damp soil in a cool cellar or pH. 
IThe root crops keep best when buried 
I in sand or soil in a cool place The 
I vegetables, excepting celery, will Keep 
better if well dried ia the ana befora

! a more marked effect in the matter of 
j I educing tbe per capita consumption 
o! li<|uors is that it is lawful for per- 
sotiB living in prohil)ition states to rc- 
receive shipments of liquor from li- 
cense states. 

For instance, tbe pr(iliil)iiioii law of 
Alat>ama provides that each citizen 
may receive, lawfully, twelve gallons 
of whisky a year, whereas the national 
per capital consumption of whisky is 
oaly aheat a galhm aad a half.
